State budget, The estimates for the 
support of the State instiutions, sal- 
aries and building improvements, al- 
though not complete or final, carries 
approximately $15,460,000. This bud- 
get consists of estimates for the gen- 
eral-appropriation bill and the spe- 
celal approprietion bills to be intro- 
duced at the next Legislature for the 
biennia) period. How much the Leg- 
islature will cut the estimates is not 
known. 

The ‘appropriation bill 
passed by the last Legislature carried 
$10,850,850, and the special appro- 
priation bills—for improvements and

through taxation to carry the State 
government through the two-years 
period. .

tims were inscribed on the bloody 
record of the Vernon Country Club 
when an auto returning at high 
speed from the notorious resort 
crashed into a Pacific Electric work 
train at Ninth and Crocker streets 
at 4 o'clock yesterday morning. 
Ralph Whitehouse was almost in- 
stantliy killed and Warren Melntyre 
was seriously, if not fatally, injured. 
The third occupant of the machine, 
Fred Frankel, a partner of White- 
house, was only slightly Injured. Po- 
lice reports of the collision state that 
if the motorman. of the work train 
had not stop when he did, all 
three in the machine would have 
been killed. 

The accident, shocking as it was, is 
but one of a series of like occurrences 
that has aroused deep resentment 
against the so-called country club, 
which has been under police and 
county detective surveillance since it 
started. 

Once tt was cloged following the 
death of Herbert D. Stokes, who was 
struck and killed by a party of 
“merrymakers’ returning from the 
Vernon resort. It was reopened later 
on against the open objections of 
James Furlong, president of the VII- 

of Trustees. 
TO WIPE IT OUT. 

This time it is almost certain that 
Measures will be taken. to close the 
place even if a especial bill has to be 
pushed through the State Legislature 
empowering county officials to close 
such places, even if located within 
cities of the sixth class. 

Immediately after being notified of 
the accident City Attorney Gesper 
Williams of Vernon announced that 
he will take steps at once to have the 
Vernon Country Club close every 
night at 1:30 o'clock a.m. “I intend 
to lay the matter before the Trus- 
tees tomorrow,” said Williams, “and 
I feel certain that they will advise 
me to take the necessary action.”

Harking Back. 
UROPEAN ROADS 
CENTURIES. OLD. 


Roads that stretch for miles 
through country of perpetual green, 
older than the oldest inhabitants; 
roads that have seen the conquering 
races of centuries and that are still 
wonderful in their excellence, were 
among the wonderful things told of 
in a paper of Henry O'Melveny before 
the Sunset Club at its monthly dinner 
yesterday. / 

Sixty guests sat down to the din- 
ner at Brink's Cafe. The tables were 
tastily decorated in smilax and carna- 
tions and the featuring effects were 
the goat and the ass at the end of the 
tables supposedly reserved for the 
more convivial members of the club, 
and a little woolly amb at the other 
end. where sat the chairman and the 
more sedate group of interested pro- 
fessional and business men. 

Europe in general was spoken of, 
but the British Isles came in for the 
ehief portion of the paper, which 
was a wonderful word pictyre of 
ecenes as they are. Long vistas of 
even roads, radiating through empires 
without seeming end, miniatures of 
erchards, oil colorings of the fervid, 
deep and continuous verdure of the 
English islands, delicate pastels of 
mountain ways in Switzerland. In- 
termingled were the comparisons with 
American places of interest, Amer!- 
ean methods of cultivation, Califor- 
ala climate and scenic attractions. 

Among other things, Judge ©'Mel- 
veny made a plea to the arboricultu- 
rists to get away from the use of the 
fir tree to beautify long roads. “They 
edliect dust and dirt, are far from 
shapely, slow of growth and are not 
nearly as beautiful as many of the 
Geciduous varieties that could be 
Planted to advantage in Southern 
California,” he said. “The man who 
plants them says that they are green 
throughout the year, that they stick 
forth no bare arms toward the sky 
through the winter months and are 
therefore conducive of the idea of 
perpetual summer in the minds of 
the tourists. This may be true, but 
we have come to that period when 
we should begin to think oF doing 
things for ourselves as wel! as for the 
travelers who come for only a few 
weeks or months.” 

He ded to tell of miles of 
trees all of exactly the same height, 
trimmed thirty feet above the road, 
but spreading across it so thickly that 
a drive of ten miles on a rainy day 
through ome of these lanes of syca- 
mores found the tourfnge party prac- 
tieally dry. The turf of England, the 
heather of Scotland, the green moun- 
tains, which, when compared to our 
own mountains, dwindle to insignifi- 
cant hilis, the winding streams, all 
came in for their share of compara- 
tive analysis. 

“The ploneers who came to this 
section of the world from Englend or 
other European countries had every- 
thing to unlearn, coming as they did 
from wet countries in which the rain- 
fall i never measured, but instead 
the minutes and the hours of the sun's 
appearance are counted and e*gerly 
looked for. Our dry, warm climate 
is just the opposite of the English 
countries and their seeds and trees 
and flowers when brought here can 
not help but fail because of the sud- 
den change in conditions,” he as- 
gert 


ed.

INVENTOR OF SUBMARINE AND 
PIN, 


Chemist and Mineralogist Who 
Shows Documents to Prove Japan 
Has Offered Him Huge Suni for 
Invention Sentenced to Prison for 
Third Time in Six Years.

MAN ENIGMA 
IS CONVICTED. 


Having already passed five of the 
last six years in penitentiaries, on 
charges of counterfeiting, Norris Py- 
ron, who says he is the son of a 
wealthy Texas ranchman, and who is 
known to secret service men as “the 
inventor,” was convicted yesterday, in 
Judge Rudkin's court, of having cir- 
culated counterfeit money. 

The trial was concluded in record- 
breaking time, features being Assist 
ant United States District Attorney 
Regan’s five-minute address to the 
jury, the fact that he did not even 
reply to PFyron's attorney's ten-min- 
ute address, and the time the jury 
was out. Within six minutes after 
retiring it had returned the verdict. 

Few more remarkable prisoners 
have been in Federal custody here in 
years. Since his incarceration pend- 
ing trial, Pyron has not only perfect- 
ed a patent safety pin, but shows a 
letter that appears to be from the 
Japanese government offering him 
$50,000, and expenses of a round trip 
to the Mikado's capital for plans of 
a submarine vessel which Pyron says 
will revolutionize naval warfare. 

Although he denied the San Diego 
charge against him, Pyron passed his 
time awaiting the jury's verdict in 
describing how “perfect” counterfeit 
gold coins can be made. 

“That San Pedro coin was the work 
of an amateur,” he declared. 1 had 
a bad record, which convicted me.“ 

An expert chemist who understands 
counterfeiting from alpha to omega, 
a mineralogist—and vet a convict, 
Pyron is one of the most unusual 
characters, *ecret service men here 
1ave observed. 

He was convic of counterfeiting 
at ban Diego in 1906, ang sentenced 
to two years’ imprisonment at Fol- 
som. Expiration of this time had

It will be used daily as a place 
of assembly and for chapel services, 
as well as for such entertainments and 
public meetings as may be held during 
the academic year.

Used for Manufacture of Unlimited 

Number of Articles. 0 

(Tit Bits:] While there is nothing 
like Unen for paper making, many 
other things will serve as substitutes, 
For instances, patents have been is- 
sued in various countries for the 
manufacture of paper from  bariey, 
eats, rice, Indian corn, peas, beans, 
alfalfa, ramie, pine needles, sugar- 
cane refuse, jute, moss, seaweed, to- 
bacco, lichens, the leaves and bark of 
trees, beets, potatoes, and other 
equally strange things. In most cases 
the price of manufacture is excessive 
when we consider the quality of the 
product. The great bulk of our paper 


which enters not an atom of straw. 
They are made of narrow paper strips, 
dyed yellow. Artificial sponges are 
made of cellulose, or paper pulp. One 
man has taken out a patent for paper 
thread to be used in sewing shoes, and 
a brand of artificial silk is make on @ 
basis of paper pulp. 

The use of paper in industry poe 
be indefinitely extended. It is - 
ployed to make imitation porcelain, 
for bullets, shoes, billiard table cloth, 
sails for boats, boards for building, 
impermeable bakes for cement and 
powdered substances, boats and ves 
gels for water. There has even been 
made a paper stove, which is said to 
have stood the fire well. Cellulose 
may be used to prepare a waterproof 
coating that may be applied Uke 
paint. Whole houses have been built 
of paper; in Norway there ts a 
church, holding 1000 persons, built 
entirely of it, even to the belfry.

{Popular Mechanics:] An Unusual 
method of preparing milk for long- 
distance shipping has been adopted 
in the Bragilian 
Geracs, from which Rio de Janeiro 
draws most of its milk supply. Part 
of the fresh pasteurized milk (one- 
fourth to one-third) ts frogen into 
solid cubes, weighing from twerty to 
thirty pounds each, and a number of 
them are placed tn cans, having inesu- 
lated walls and holding about 300 
quarts. The cans are then filled with 
milk hermetically closed and the 
whole cooled to 89 F.

TD ENGINES. 

The oll engine has practically super. 
seded the steam engine as an economic 
power producer for marine as well as land 
use. The submarine torpedo boat, the aero- 
plane and the automobile are dependent on 
the internal combustion engine. An oil en- 
gine is not, as many suppose, a steam en- 
gine in which oil instead of coal is ured 
as a fuel to produce steam. 

Robert Street invented the first engine 


using an exploded gas in the cylinder in 
the year 1749. Samuel Brown took out

two patents in England iu 1823 and 1826 for 
gas engines. But not until 1886, when Otto 
and Langen brought the gas engine into 
practical use, did the world take note that 
the use of steam as a motive power would 
sooner or later come to an end. 

In 1893 Dr. Diesel produced his famous 
engine which opened the eyes of engineers, 
shipbuilders and capitalists to the wonder- 
ful economic possibilities of the new power. 
The East India Company experimented for 
@ year on a large scale. They found that 
results could be obtained with it at one- 
third the cost dt steam. They have since 
been engaged in displacing their fleet of 
merchant ships with oll ships. 

The largest ocean liner ever bullt—900 
feet long and 60,000 tons’ burden—was 
launched last May at Hamburg. It will be 
equipped with internal combustion engines 
using crude ofl. The decision of German 
engineers and capitalists to use Diesel en- 
gines is an epoch-making revolution in in- 
dustrial pursuits as great as that of the in- 
troduction of steam power 100 years ago.

TATE FACTORIES. 

The voters of Arizona at the last elec 
tion adopted a constitutional amendment 
authorizing the State to embark in indus- 
trial ventures. The advantage claimed for 
this phase of State socialismy is that the 
State, unlike private individuals, would not 
seek to make a profit from any manufac- 
turing industry in which it might embark, 
but would give the public the benefit of 
lower prices for the product. 

The cost of high living (not the high cost 
of living) to Arizonans might be materially 
reduced by the establishment of a State dis- 
tillery and State cigar and tobacco manu- 
factory at Phoenix. The wheat and corn 
product of the Salt River Valley could be 
compacted into whisky by the State and 
the people supplied with liquid nutriment 
at a price that would place it within the 
reach of the humblest. Tobacco could be 
grown to perfection in the Gila Valley. Em- 
ployment could be given to beautiful maid- 
ens in rolling the fragrant leaf Into cigars 
of proper size to be burned at the shrine of 
Madam Nicotine. A State manufactory of 
playing cards and poker chips at Tucson 
would supply’ an a@@tive and eager local

would be the subject of the solicitous 
care of the father, and that they 
would be as well provided for as by 
vesting in them title to the small por- 
tion which they take as heirs of their 
mother.” 

Property acquired by either spouse 
after marriage and therefore com- 
munity in character under the law in 


this State, is the subject of gift to 


the wife, the same as is the separate 
p of the husband. Judge Bord- 
well held it is not necessary that the 
deed or transfer be made directly 
from the husband te the wife to con- 
stitute a gift in law. 

Thomas testified was not his in- 
tention fo make a gift of the 
to his wife. What he meant was that 
it was not his intention she should 
possess it in such a way a8 would ex- 
clude Rim from all dominion over it 
either during her life oF at her death, 
the court believes. 

The court dented judgment to 
Thomas as to the minor children. The 
four adult children disclaimed interest 
in the property, and consenting there- 
to, judgment was given for Thomas. 

Cases frequently arise in the courts 
covering the points brought out by 
Judge Bordwell. They disclose the 
fact that in many instances the hus- 
band purchases property, taking the 
title in the name of his wife or hav- 
ing it transferred to her, the idea be- 
ing that if she survives him she can 
avoid the trouble and expense of pro- 
bate proceedings. 

In all cases where property is 
deeded to the wife or to the wife and 
husband together and the wife dies 
first, the trouble begins, if the hus- 
band is not willing that the property 
should be recorded as belonging to 
her estate. The only safe course for 
those who have already vested prop- 
erty acquired after or who 
contemplate purchasing property and 
vesting it in the name of the wife, 
Judge Bordwell says, is to have the 
papers properly drawn, thus avoiding 
complications, not intended, but which 
are almost sure to grise if the wife 
passes away first.
